Carter Favored Widely Over Ford or Reagan

PRINCETON, N.J. - Regardless of which 


man the Republican party nominates this year 
— President Gerald Ford or Ronald Reagan - 
the GOP candidate will face a steep uphill 
struggle against his apparent opposition, Jimmy 
Carter. 


In the latest Gallup Poll, conducted the week- 


end after the final set of primaries on June 8, the 
former Georgia governor leada Ford 53-39 per 
cent and Reagan 58-36 per cent — margins 
which, if either held up until election day, would 
amount to a reversal for the GOP of President 
Richard Nixon's landslide win in 1972. 


Although it is still nearly five months until the 


election, the current figures augur well,, his- 
torically, for a Carter victory. In each of the last 
nine presidential election campaigns, dating 
back to 1940, with only one exception (Truman 
in 1948), the candidate who has led in the last 


Gallup Poll trial heat before the conventions 
was elected. And the current Carter lead over 
both Republicans closely matches the margin by 
which Nixon led Sen. George McGovern at a 
comparable time in 1972. 


One of the problems that both Republicans 


continue to suffer from is the high defection rate 
of party members to the Carter side, a particular- 
ly important factor because Democrats in the 
electorate outnumber Republicans 2-to-l. In the 
latest survey, about one Republican in four says 
he would cross party lines to vote for Carter — 
a defection rate that exceeds even that found in 
1964 when Sen. Barry Goldwater lost 20 per cent 
of all GOP voters to President Lyndon Johnson. 


Another key to Carter's present lead is his 


strength in the South — the OOP's strongest 
region in the 1972 election. Against both Re- 
publicans, he wins by about a 2-to-l margin, 
taking in excess of 60 per cent of the vote in his 


home region. Although Carter also leads both 
Republicans outside the South, the races are 
much closer. 


Carter's current margin over the President 


represents about the same leadhe held in late 
May. In early March when the Gallup Poll 
initially matched the two men in a test election, 
Carter held only a 5-point, 47-42 per cent lead. 
Ford subsequently pulled even and then went 
ahead in late March. But by the second week in 
April, Carter went back into the lead and has 
since built his margin over Ford from six per- 
centage points to the current lead of 14 points. 


Here are the questions asked: 
"Suppose the presidential election were being 


held today. If President Gerald Ford were the 
Republican candidate and Jimmy Carter were 
the Democratic candidate, which would you like 
to see win?" (The same question was asked 
posing Reagan as the Republican candidate.) 


The results reported today are based on person- 


al interviews with 1,002 registered voters out of 
a total sample of 1,386 adults, 18 and older, 
taken in more than 300 scientifically selected 
localities across the nation during the period 
from June 11-14.

Doctor Wins Appeal on Sex Charges 


POUGHKEEPSIE — Yesterday's 


reversal of the conviction of Dr. Wil- 
liam Abruzzi, New Paltz, for sexually 
abusing his patients will be appealed 
in the near future, Dutchess County 
District Attorney John King promised 
today. 


The Appellate Division of the State 


Supreme Court by a 3-2 margin set 
aside Dr. Abruzzi's conviction and 
seven-year sentence because the of- 
ficer who spied on the doctor while he 
was allegedly sexually abusing an 
anesthetized female patient had failed 
to obtain a search warrant. 


"Dr. Abruzzi made a full and open 


confession to the charges ," DA King 
said. "It's not as if the officer's testi- 
mony was what convicted him. I'm 
outraged, and we'll be filing an appeal 
with the Court of Appeals as soon as 
we read the decision and get per- 
mission from one of the dissenting 
judges to file an appeal,"he added. 


"We were overjoyed," said Dr. 


Abruzzi after the Appellate Division's 
decision. "We had no expectation of 


winning on this level. We think it's an 
important step toward clearing this 
up,"he said. 


Monday's reversal stems from an 


incident on Jan. 29, 1974, when a 
police officer entered Dr. Abruzzi's 
Wappingen Falls office while a second 
policemen peered into Dr. Abruzzi's 
examining room as the officer perched 
on a ladder outside the doctor's office. 


The officer testified that he saw Dr. 


Abruzzi sexually abuse a 27-year-old 
woman who had been anesthetized 
and thus either unable to resist or 
unaware of what was taking place. 


Dr. Abruzzi was arrested and 


charged with rape and sodomy, and 
pleaded guilty last November to first 
degree sexual abuse. A pretrial motion 
to have the officer's testimony ex- 
cluded on the same constitutional 
grounds the Supreme Court found 
compelling was rejected 
by the 


Dutchess County Court in November 
of 1974. 


"We're going to argue that, first, Dr. 


Abruzzi's constitutional rights were 
not violated, and second, that it may 
be that there was no other way, even 


if it did violate his rights," King said, 
referring to his planned appeal to the 
Court of Appeals, New York State's 
highest court. 


The Appellate Division of the State 


Supreme Court yesterday also allowed 
Dr. Abruzzi to withdraw his guilty 
plea. "We'll decide about vacating the 
guilty plea after we read the decision 
and conferred with attorneys, "Dr. 
Abruzzi said. 


Dr. Abruzzi gained national fame in 


1969 as the "Rock Doc" of the Woods- 
tock music festival. He was once the 
official campus physician at SUNY— 
New Paltz, but he hasn't been practic- 
ing much medicine since his convic- 
tion. 


"People tend to avoid conflict, or 


anything that's under a cloud, so after 
we closed the Wappingers Falls office, 
we haven't been practicing much, "Dr. 
Abruzzi said. 


"We're planning to leave the area. 


It's difficult to try to maintain a 
household. We're going to move to a 
smaller town in another part of the 
country and live in a simpler way," he 
said. 


Funeral Disclosure Bill Killed 


ALBANY — A bill that would have 


required funeral directors to make avail- 
able brochures spelling out the costs of 
various types of funerals and funeral 
services was defeated after a long debate 
in the State Assembly Monday. 


The measure, sponsored by As- 


semblyman Harvey Strelzin, D-Brooklyn, 
would have required the brochures to list 
the least expensive, the average, and the 


most expensive funeral available and also 
to note what services were required by 
law. 


For instance, Strelzin noted that except 


in certain cases no "sealer" casket or 
vault is required and that embalming is 
not required except in certain instances. 


Strelzin said consumer groups in the 


state were solidly behind the measure but 
said funeral directors had lobbied ex- 


tensively against its passage. 


Opponents said the bill simply would 


add to the costs of funerals because 
printing the brochures would cost money. 
They also said that funeral directors 
already were required to detail the costs 
of funeral services. 


The measure was defeated, 89-40 with 


the opposition coming from both Re- 
publicans and Democrats. 


KINGSTON — Preparations for the 


city's three-day Bicentennial Barge Festi- 
val, expected to attract up to 60,000 
visitors this weekend, are on schedule and 
well underway, according to Edward 
Arace, chairman of the preparations com- 
mittee.

Street and Broadway has been converted 
into a parking lot capable of holding up 
to 1,000 cars. City public works crews 
have spent the paet two weeks clearing 
brush and removing rocks and other 
debris from the area. New access roads 
have been cut into the field. 


Although the highlight of the festival, 


which opens Friday night at 6:30 p.m., is 
the 250-foot-long barge offering many 
Revolutionary-era exhibits, a wide varie- 
ty of onshore entertainment has been 
scheduled as well. 


The Hudson Valley Philarnionic will 


perform Saturday night at 7:30. 
Its 


portable bandstand will be up soon, 
Arace said. 


Folk singers, marching bands, drum 


corps, and other groups will all perform 
free of charge. Several crafts booths will 
be erected across the street from the 
barge, and ice cream, candy, sausage, 
hamburgers, beer, and soda will be sold 
by local nonprofit groups. Construction of 
the booths should begin today.

School will be used for additional parking 
on Saturday and Sunday. The city's 
buses will shuttle visitors between the 
high school and the foot of Broadway 
every 10 minutes.

His remarks were greeted with 
applause. 


Ralph Wesselmann, a high school Eng- 


lish teacher, traced the changes in educa- 
tion during his 16 years in the district. He 
said in 1961 he taught 78 students in four 
classes. Next year the board proposes he 
teach six classes, a total of 160 students, 
with only one preparation period. 


Drawing a parallel between diet and 


educational quality, Wesselmann said, 
"In 1961, we fed our children quality 


steak; by 1966, we were feeding them 
quality hamburger; next year, we will be 
feeding them quality dog food—Onteora 
Alpo." 


Quality education of another sort also 


came up later in the meetint when Mrs. 
Arthur Haumacher asked why mentally 
retarded were being transferred to West 
Hurley next year and were being put into 
a classroom divided with a removable 
partition. 


"You had a classroom for them this 


year," she said. "If there are to be 104 less 
children (in elementary schools) next 
year, why can't you have a full classroom 
for them? You get double state aid for 
them and you are giving them a half 
classroom. I don't think it is fair or 
adequate." 


Dr. Frank Marlow, superintendent of 


schools, said there were only seven pupils 
in the class, that the state had approved 
the shift, and that the alternative was to 
increase class size in regular grades, 
which in turn would generate further 
protests. Board member James Darrow 
said the matter would be discussed by the 
full board before a final decision is made. 


In response to a question from the 


audience, Donald Lawson, the board 
president, admitted that the board had 
been served with an injunction by Dr. 
John Kepugh, the business administrator, 
prohibiting any modification of his con- 
tract without just cause.

34 exhibits designed to give the visitor an 
insight into the the ideas, the spirit, and 
the lifestyles of revolutionary-era Ameri- 
ca. 


Replicas of an 18th century log cabin, 


counting house, printing shop and general 
store evoke the physical environment of 
the times, while a aeries of slide shows 
and movies attempt to give the visitor a 
taste of contemporary intellectual and 
political concepts.

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Boost Our Local Wines 


A boost for the until wineries of Water County and otbtr 


parts of the state seems to be on its way from Albany. We 
hope the legislature will follow through on the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's efforts to promote New York's lesser- 
known small wine makers with more reasonable laws governing 
the distribution and sale of indigenous wine. 


Proprietors of small wineries who specialise in products for 


the fine wine market suffer in this state under restrictions 
unheard of in Europe or California. 


As the New York Times pointed out in an article last winter, 


small state wineries pay the same license fee as the giantl, an 
arrangement the big wineries have til too successfully »tup- 
ported. 


The small vintners would like to be allowed to sell their 


wines — retail or wholesale — on their own premises, as the 
European and Califomian wine makers do. The prohibition 
against such sales has little effect on the major vineyards here, 
since they depend on wide distribution anyway, but it hurts 
the local specialists. Such county wine makers as Mark Miller, 
proprietor of Benmarl, would even like to see local vintners 
selling their wines in their own restaurants on the premises, 
another European practice. 


New York's small vineyards should be encouraged as a source 


of employment, tax revenue and prestige for the state. The 
legislature should do what it can to remove the shackles from 
our small but dedicated producers of fine wine. 


IBM: What about the Jobless? 


Dear Editor: 


I was immediately going to write 


about IBM's decision of transferring 
1000 jobs from Kingston. I was happy 
I waited until I read your commentary 
about the subject. 


As I read the long article I became 


more and more angry. I was looking for 
some comment concerning the 1000 
jobs lost to our area and the suffering 
of those who would be displaced or 
unemployed.

The Democratic Platform is as tame as 


Jimmy Carter's rhetoric and, in ita own 
courtly-cute way, as inscrutable. Some- 
body once said about a corporation's 
annual reports that they are to be com- 
pared with a lady's bikini in that they 
reveal enough to maintain interest, while 
concealing the vital parts, 


Consider, for instance, the simple sen- 


tences that concern foreign policy. Under 
the heading "Middle Bast", the Demo- 
crats say: "We shall continue to seek a 
just and lasting peace in the Middle East. 
The cornerstone of our policy is a firm 
commitment to the independence and 
security of the State of Israel. This special 
relationship does not prejudice improved 
relations with other nations in the re- 
gion." 


Ah, but it does. This is not to say that 


it shouldn't: but quite plainly it does. The 
United States has taken the official posi- 
tion, along with other countries repre- 
sented in the Security Council way back 
since November of 1967, that Israel 
should return the conquered territories. 
Israel declines to do so, giving reasons 
some of which ore by no means un- 
reasonable. Still, there is such a thing as 
concern for justice to the Palestinian 
refugees; and there is no doubt that in the 
absence of a homeland for them and the 
return of the conquered territories there 
is both injustice in the area and a great 
animoaity toward the United States. As 
James Reston and James Michener, both 
Democrats, have at one point put it, 
official Israeli intransigence — much 
criticized within the Knesset — is an 
obstacle to Mideast settlement, and the 
encouragement of it should be something 
less than a cornerstone of our policy. 


Or is that intransigence a vital interest 


of ours? The next plank of the Democrats 
concerns "Asia." It is very straight- 
forward. "The Vietnam War has taught 
us the folly of becoming militarily in- 
volved where our vital interests were not 
at stake. Our relations with China should 
continue to develop on peaceful lines, 
including early movement toward nor- 
malizing diplomatic relaions in the con- 
text of a peaceful resolution of the future 
of Taiwan." 


The first part of that could have been 


written by George Wasington and in- 
serted into his Farewell Address — in fact 
it was. The dangling ambiguities are the 
vital parts. What is a "peaceful" solution 
to the future of Taiwan? And is Taiwan's 
independence from Peking a vital interest 
of the United States? The existung Trea- 
ty presupposes this, but as recently as in 
the last Democratic Platform dominated 
by Senator McGovem, the proposal was 
to rescind that treaty. Precisely what we 
don't know from this declaration is every- 
thing we really want to know about U S. 
policy in the Far East. 


In the domestic area, the usual gods are 


serially oblated. A maximum production 
is made in behalf of full employment. Not 
long after that, it is suggested that the 


minimum wage rate should "keep pace 
with the increase in the coat of living," 
which is another way of saying that such 
unemployment as results from the min- 
imum wage law should not be interfered 
with. 


Welfare reform consists of "income 


maintenance, substantially financed by 
the Federal Government." "Financed by 
the Federal Government" is a codeword 
for 'It won't cost you anything," and is 
the essence of Democratic economic 
witchcraft: the notion of the spontane- 
ously generated dollar out of Washington, 
D.C. Which, by the way, ought to have 
full home rule — almost forgot that one. 
I truly worry sometimes, after D.C. gets 
full home rule, how the local politicians 
are going to talk about "Federal sub- 
sidies" without stretching the credibility 
of that superstition... 


Since we are going to have full em- 


ployment, and higher minimum wage, 
and free medicine, we have to say some- 
thing about inflation, and-we do. We are 
against inflation. Does that mean we are 
in favor of wage and price controls? Well,

no, not immediately anyway. In the lan- 
guage of the Platform, "We do not believe 
that luch involvement (in wage and price 
decision*) require* a comprehensive sys- 
ttm of mandatory control* at this time." 
If one American can be found who dis- 
afreet with that atatement, you will have 
to look for him in Haight-Ashbury, Bel- 
mont, Massachusetts, or Walden Pond. 


Indeed, then ii only one plank in the 


Democratic Platform that suggests any 
concern whatever for husbandry. It is 
listed under the heading "The Developing 
World." "The United States should not 
provide aid to any government — any- 
where in the world — which uses secret 
police, detention without charges, and 
torture to enforce ita powers." Roughly 
speaking, that means the Democrats will 
authorise aid to Switzerland. 


Well, party platforms should be written 


and not studied. They are interesting 
primarly as musical productions. This 
one sounds like the organ in Radio City 
Music Hall, unlike ita predecessor which 
founded like the Rolling Stones. As such, 
it is guardedly welcome.

vided king*, presidents, potentate* and 
magistrate* with female companionship. 
On a lower level, girl* have been made 
available to defectors and the CIA* 
own agent*.

their own partners. More often, the,T 
agency selects girls from its vice fill*; 
according to specification. The agency- 
also provides "*afe houses" when the' 
liaisons can be consummated in pro-,' 
tected privacy.

The CIA's sex shop, according to> 


source* in a position to know, is run by* 
the Office of Security. Although traV 
division ha* many functions, it act* pr£. 
marily as the CIA's internal police: 
force.

Through field offices scattered around 


the country, the Office of Security 
maintains close ties with state and lo- 
cal police forces. In each field office, a 
"black book" is kept of the males and 
females who can be safely recruited to 
entertain the CIA's visitors. 


The black books contain 
names, 


phone numbers and titillating details, 
which are gleaned largely from local 
vice squads. In Washington, for exam- 
ple, CIA agents used to pay regular 
visits to the police department's vice 
squad to photograph documents. 


The late Deputy Chief Roy E. 


Blick,ho headed the "sex squad" for 
years, 
kept exhaustive records on 


"perverts" and "miscreants" around the 
country. He had a cloee, backroom rela- 
tionship with the'CIA, say our sources. 


During the 1964-74 period, the sex 


operation was supervised by security di- 
rector Harold Osborn. Some of his sub- 
ordinates, according to our sources, re- 
galed their friends with stories about 
the sex episodes they were privy to. As 
they told it, they were called upon to 
fill some occasional bizarre requests. 


Each black book entry, according to 


sources with access to the files, con- 
tains some fascinating vital statistics — 
physical description, measurements, 
health status and sexual specialties. 


This inside infornjation is used to 


produce sexual partners for princes and 
potentates, defectors and agents. The 
congressional investigations of the CIA, 
however, skirted the sex operation. The 
House Intelligence Committee stumbled 
onto the information that the CIA once 
provided an unidentified Middle East 
monarch with femalecompanions. We 
have learned that the king in question 
was Jordan's Hussein. 


It's the CIA's own foreign agents, 


coming in from the cold, who make the 
most use of the "safe houses." When an v 
undercover operative reports back to 
the United States, he is whisked to a 
"safe house" and a "case officer" is 
assigned to watch over him. 


The officer is supposed to keep his 


charge happy and to provide for his 
needs. If occasionally the need should 
be sexual, the right contact in the Of- 
fice of Security is called upon, the 
black book is whipped out and the de- 
sired companion is procured. 


The CIA uses sex for an even more 


seamy purpose. As we reported over a 
year ago, the agency has used prosti- 
tutes to lure foreign diplomats into love 
traps where their sexual antics were 
filmed through one-way mirrors. The 
film was later used to blackmail the 
foreigners into becoming informants.

"Our other objective is a full-blown trial." 


Papiano said the court actions probably would be filed in 


San Francisco or Oakland, or possibly in another state. 


In Chicago, Finley said he expected the suit to be filed 


today at the earliest, perhaps Wednesday. 


Finley, fearing his three unsigned stars would play out 


their options and join other teams without giving him the 
benefit of compensation, sold Blue to the New York Yankees 
for $1.5 million and Rudi and Fingers to the Boston Red Sox 
for $1 million apiece. 


The Yankees also are expected to go to court against 


Kuhn but the Red Sox said they wiU abide by the 
commissioner's decision.

League record of 56 homers in one season after he hit 34 for 
them in 1975. Luzinski has no such goal, however, although he 
recognizes he is a born power hitter. 


"I feel I am capable of being a .300 hitter and still hit the 


ball out of the park," the 6-foot-l, 225-pound Luzinski said 
Monday night after hitting a double and his ninth homer in 
the Phillies' 8-3 victory over the Montreal Expos. "I feel I can 
hit 30 to 35 homers a season. The big thing is not trying to. 


"I get more satisfaction through hitting hard to all fields and 


batting runs in. My average was down to .280 recently but now 
it's back over .300 and I want to keep it that way." 


Luzinski credited Coach Billy Demars with constantly 


reminding him "to wait on the ball" and not overstride. 
Kidding about his homer, Luzinski added, "yeah, about 650 
more and I might catch Hank Aaron."

Ashe Didn't Have Time for Fun 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (UPI) — Just in case America's 


swimmers needed an extra boost in momentum going into the 
Montreal Olympics, Shirley Babashoff and Brian Goodell took 
care of it. 


On the final night of the U.S. Trials, Babashoff, 19, and the 


17-year-old Goodell set world records with sizzling per- 
formances. 


"I think this gives everybody a lot more confidence," 


Babashoff said. "It shows everybody what can be done." 


America's swimming queen took away Eajt German Petra 


Thurmer's world 800-meter freestyle ma'k in 8:39.63 and 
Goodell, a high school junior and a Mission Viejo (Calif.) 
Nadadores' teammate of Babashoff, erased Australian Steve 
Holland's world record in the 1,500 freestyle in 15:06.66 The 
old records were 8:40.68 and 15:10.89. 


"I believe a sub 15-minute 1,500 is possible," said Goodell. 
Monday night's dazzling clockings by the teen-age pair 


brought to four the total number of world records during the 
six-day trials. There also were 13 American records. 


Technically, there was a, fifth world record, too. Bobby 


Hackett of Yonkers, N.Y., who was second in the 1,500 in 
15:12.75, broke another Holland mark when he swam the first 
800 meters in 8:02.91. 


"I figured it would take a world record to win," said Goodell, 


who set a world mark in the 400-meter freestyle Friday night. 
"Early in the day, I sat around and imagined what the crowd 
would be like. Then I listened to the crowd cheering Shirley 
on and it was great. When a crowd is cheering for you, it helps. 
It really sparks you." 


Babashoff, a sophomore at Golden West College, entered five • 


events here. She won all five—the 100, 200, 400 and 800 
freestyle races and the 400-meter intermediate medley. In 
addition to the five, she'll swim on the sprint and medley relays 
at Montreal. 


Her 800 freestyle time was particulary satisfying since the 


East German women had swept all the American world records 
off the books at their trials in East Berlin this month. 


"A lot of people didn't think we could beat any of their 


times," said Babashoff, who has insisted that the U.S. girls will 
beat their East German competition in Canada. "Well this just 
proved we can." 


Asked if she minded being referred to as a female Mark Spitz, 


she smiled, "He didn't swim the 800." 


In a race' in which former world record holder Tim Shaw 


finished eighth, Goodell proved he might be this country's No. 
1 male swimmer at Montreal. Backstroker John Naberof Menlo 
Park, Calif., set the other world record here. 


"I've dreamed about world records before this week," he said, 


"but what swimmer hasn't? Now I want to go to Montreal and 
win two gold medals. But it's not going to be easy. There's a 
lot of competition. There's Steve Holland and Bobby Hackett 
in the 1,500 and Tim Shaw in the 400." 


Hackett, 16, praised Goodell, who came into the U.S. Trials 


as just another name. 


"He's unbelievable," Hackett said. "I went out fast but I 


don't think I really died. He just came on. I think the 1,500 
meters at Montreal will be between Holland and our swim- 
mers." 


The 1,500-meter record is amazing. In 1964, Roy Saari broke 


17 minutes for the first time—16:58.7. In 1970, John Kinsella 
shattered the 16-minute barrier—15:57.1. 


"1 may have to go under 15 minutes to win the gold medal," 


Goodell emphasized.

Pro-U.S. Party 
Wins Italy Vote 


ROME (UPI) - Th« Waf hington-backed Christian Dem- 


ocrats defeated the Communist* in Italyfa national elections 
early today and pledged to keep them out of the government 
despite record Communist gains. 


The Communist advance of more than 7 per cent over the 


last national elections in 1972 left open the question of how 
the country can now be governed, with both politicians and 
newspapers hesitating to express an opinion as final results 
were tabulated from the Sunday-Monday polling. 


The Christian Democrats, rebounding from losses they 


suffered in regional elections a year ago, rolled up a 
surprisingly strong vote that equaled their 1972 standing and 
put them 4 percentage points ahead of the Communists. 


But they achieved their victory by drawing votes from 


traditional center and center-right allies. A Christian Demo- 
cratic coalition with these parties is now impossible, since 
their combined strength is less than 50 per cent. 


The pro-American party won 38.8 per cent to<34.5 per cent 


for the Communists in the Chamber of Deputies where the 
shape of the next government will be decided. In the Senate, 
the Christian Democrats won by 38.9 to 33.8 per cent. 


On the question of the next government, Christian 


Democratic Party Secretary Benigno Zaccagnini pledged 
today to remain "faithful" to his party's oft-stated promise 
to keep the West's largest Communist party out of the 
cabinet. 


The Christian Democrats could form a coalition with their 


traditional allies only if the Socialists agreed to join, but 
Socialist leader Francesco De Martino said he believed his 
party would stand by its pre-election refusal to go into the 
government without the Communists.

Tax Revision Legislation Breaks Out of Logjam 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 


major tax revision bill ap- 
parently is now on its way after 
breaking out of a Senate juris- 
dictional logjam, but the new 
congressional budget process 


may have been damaged in the 
process. 


Tax "reformers," led by Sen. 


Edward 
M. Kennedy, D- 


Masa., also were dealt a set- 
back in the same dispute, 


which had become a spirited 
personal encounter between 
Senate Finance Chairman 
Russell Long, D-La., and 
Budget Chairman Edmund 
Muskie, D-Maine. 


Tense S. African Peace 


JOHANNESBURG, South 


Africa (UPI) - Police with 
orders to optn fire on rioters 
guarded a tense peace early 
today in the nation's sim- 
mering black townships, scene 
of the bloodiest racial violence 
in South Africa this century. 


Following a weekend lull, 


the rioting and looting that 
devastated townships ringing 
Johannesburg for three days 
last week erupted anew in 
widely scattered parts of the 
nation, including the capital, 
Pretoria 


Justice and Police Minister 


Jimmy Kruger told Par- 
liament 
nine 
blacks 
were 


killed Monday, bringing the 
five-day toll to 139 dead — all 
but two of them black. 


Police said 50 of the black 


victims were shot by police, 


who fired directly into the 
rampaging mobs on several oc- 
casions. 


Some 1,112 persons were in- 


jured and 894 arrested. Insur- 
ance companies estimated 
damage at $34.5 million. 


The bloodshed over- 


shadowed all black-white 
clashes in South Africa this 
century, including the Sharp- 
eville riots in 1960 when police 
killed 69 blacks in one after- 
noon Only the long "Kaffir 
wars" between immigrating 
white settlers and Xhosa and 
Zulu tribesmen last century 
took a greater toll. 


On Monday, rioters gutted a 


dozen more schools, 11 buses 
and 
scores of government 


buildings 
and 
beer halls. 


White-owned cars were stoned 
and a white farmer living 


north of the capital was 
stabbed, his home looted and 
his livestock slaughtered. 


"They just took everything 


they 
could," 
said 
farmer 


Nathan Liebenzohn, with a 
huge black eye and blood 
stains on his pajamas. 


In downtown Johannesburg, 


a black man went berserk, 
flailing an axe and injuring 
four whites on the sidewalk 
before police shot and 
wounded him.

In the end, Muskie backed 


down late Monday after two 
test votes — 53 to 39 and 49 to 
42 — showed that Long had 
the strength to overcome any 
action designed to enforce the 
Budget Committee's recom- 
mendation that tax legislation 
raise at least $2 billion in new 
revenue through tax reform. 


By 
withdrawing, Muskie 


possibly saved the fledgling 
budget process from major 
damage. But the fight showed 
that the Budget Committee 
still don not have the clout to 
take on the older more-estab- 
lished Senate committees. 


The Kennedy forces also lost 


since they now will not have 
the force of the congressional 
budget behind them. They 
plan a series of amendments 
designed to end special tax 
breaks for upper-income tax- 
payers. 


The 1,536-page tax bill has 


made almost no progress since 
it reached the Senate floor last 
Wednesday Time is becoming 


important because current tax 
cuts expire July 1 and tax 
withholding rates will rise un- 
•less action is taken before 
then. 


Like many Senate battles, 


the budget battle was fought 
indirectly, using the issue of 
how to continue tax cuts as a 
vehicle. 


The battle came about this 


way: 


The first congressional 


budget resolution ordered the 
Finance Committee to hold it* 
tax bill to a revenue loss of 
$15.3 billion.
